Here | found 
Elder J. Badger, prepared to accompany 
me to Upper Canada. Preached that 
evening in the Christian Meeting-House 
in Royalton. On the next day we rode 
to Porter, atown bounded on the west 
by Niagara river, and on the north by 
lake Ontario; we were however disap- 
pointed in not finding our appointment 
given out there as we expected. On 
‘Thursday the 28th, at 12 o’clock, the 
steam-boat sailed from the mouth of Ni- 
agara river, and in five hours and 40 min- 
utes brought us to Jand in York, the cap- 
ital of Upper Canada. Solemn were cur 
thoughts while we viewed some of the 
ruinous effects of the late war, which 
yet meet the traveller’s eye, as he ap- 
proaches the pleasant harbor of York.— 
Here in the fal! of 1812, as the Ameri- 
can troops were advancing to conquest, 
the British blowed up a battery which 
discharged a volley of stones upon our 
men, proving mortal to hundreds, among 
whom was the gallant General Pike. A 
stone struck him in the breast, and he di- 
Cd iu a few hours afterwards. 

At York we met Elder John Blodget, 
who was waiting our arrival with a car- 
riage to convey us to the town of Whit- 
church, 30 miles north of York. We rode 
that’ evening 16 miles, to the town of 
Markham. Here sister Mary Stogdill re- 
sides, formerly ofGreenville, in this State. 
She is about the first of the Christian con- 
nexion, who came to Upper Canada to 
live. A letter from her published in the 
Christian Herald in 1821, was instrumen- 
tal of first calling Christian labourers in- 
to that part of the vineyard ; and O, what 
precious effects have since succeeded.— 
Doubtless many souls in glory will rejoice 
that a letter from the King’s dominions 
summoned those despised, persecuted Ja- 
bourers, to come and faithtully dispense 
the word of life in Upper Canada. 

On Saturday the 30th, met a full con 
gregation convened in a grove in Whit-
